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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest reference of record, WO 96/12708 teaches pyridine sulfonyl amide urea 
derivatives, see formula (I) in page 3. The instantly claimed compounds differ from the 
reference compounds by having a -C(=0)-(CH 2 ) n -0-R group (wherein n is 1 to 3), in place of 
the " R " in formula (I). The reference does not teach or fairly suggest any modification to the 
reference compounds and therefore, it is deemed that the reference does not provide any 
motivation to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify the reference compounds to prepare the 
instantly claimed compounds. Accordingly, the instantly claimed compounds are deemed to be 
novel and patentably distinct.
